Shocking Seenos In the Rural Almshonsos of
New York—How Lumatles nre Chalned and

Poor Peenle Ninrved.

Mr. ¢, L. Brace, the philanthroplst, has written
letter to the New York fimes cilling attention to the
norrible barbarities i the treatment of Uhe Insane
yoor #till existing inthe conntry almshouses of New
‘ork State, He roefers to the revolations made by
the committee appointed by thie Legislaturs two
yOars ago for the fuspection of Charities, and says: —

WOne member of this Commission, Dr, oyt in
one of Nk Nrst visits Lo a'country almshonse, dis-
covered in a olose, Aithy, dark vell, nn insane panper
woman, smearod with blood and fith, who had just
ﬁl\-en Birth to o ohill, whose father nelther the

coper nor the woman knew,

Bahe had been chst In there oS n panper lanatic,
left about withont eare among adull males, idiots,
and lopetice. and the result happened to be wit-
nessed by the Compnssioner himself, Nor was this
the only instance, Repentodiy in these honses of
misery the Committes dlgeoyversd that the poor, wit-
Jess women woere corruptod or begulled by the raf-
fian®, or vagabonds, or fellow-lunpaticd and idiots
with whom they were left. A steange, abnormal,
hitleons race—the offspring of ilocy and Mnacy —
soeems springing op as the [t of some of onr pau-
per administration in rural districis,

“Among these anbodes of suifering the committes
found over two hundrad lunarics bhoand With ropes
and chalns, a8 criminals might be tPeated ; often in
dark, veriminous oells, dlithy to tho ust extiome, i
!lltniu_-r of them, éven the women, naked, anid all
in destigntion, dirt, and misery (ificait. to conoeive,
Yot every one of these unhappy creatures, under o
ghilltnl system, sach as that of onr best asyloms,
would have been sssociating peacerally with others,
of have oceupled thely room, clothed In a cnlm
mental condition.

“I'he most terricle instapce ol e effect of this
almshonse e was detalled to the writer of this by Dr,
Hoyt, Home sixty years slice 4 respectable woman,
with a olild of abount 5 yeards of age, wins suddenly
reduced to poverty, and sent by the authorities to
the glmshouse in Cortland county, The almshouse
life gradually degrided her womanhood, and she re.
mained there a pauper,  Her ohild grew ap i healthy
young woman, also a pruper ln hahits, She gave
Lirth in the almshouse to llegitimute danghtors,
These, again. grew up ke their mother and grand-
mother. In doe tipe they had respectively two nnd
three children, algo Megitimate, S0 Ingrained had
the wretched, depraved, dependent life of the alns-
house hecome o them, that whercver these women
or thelr children were sent they turned up soon in
the poorhouse, nnd were cither returned or went
hack themselves to the Cortland County Almshonse,

“When the Commisstoner visited this institution
he found all three of these last gonerations -
pers and prostitutes”

As for the remedy of the dreadfal state of ailairs,
Professor Dwight in his paper read before the Soolal
Selence Association the other day proposéd . more
active inspection by a commitiee puthorized by the
Legitlature; another proposition (8 that the psor
honge be taken out of the hunds of the local antho-

- ritles and put ander State control: while Mr. Brace

propoges “the entire doing away with and extermi-
nation of these houses of sin and migery,” The de-
tails of his plan are as 1ollows:—

“According to the statement of Dr, Hoyt there are
gome seven thousaml persons in the rural aimshouses
outside of New York and Brooklyn, Of these seven
thousand, over twelve handred are children who
conld be provided for in the orphan asylims of the
State; another large number s made up of Idiots,
ingane, bima, deafl and dumb, and otherwise diseased
persons, who could properly be maintained in the
various asylums of the State, St another con-
siderable proportion are composed of able bodied, (dle
vagrants and ‘revelvers,” both men and women
who ought to be put in public workhenses to earn
Lheir own living. After all these deductions there
would remain, according to Dr, Hoyt's estimate only
some glx hundred panpers who would be the Tegitis
mate subjeet of the raral almshonses, These conld
be then reasonably placed out in privite families,
whare they could be more heatthfully and economi-
¢plly taken eare of ‘than in apy pablic Institation.  Ir
the county patd but & small sum per week, the reln-
tives or freiends of these unfortunate persons would
I guite resady to take care of them.

Sinee Saturday we bave been visited with a sne-
cession of territic gales, commenving from the 8.4V,
and gradually veering vound 1o the NoN, W, A num-
her of minor Shipping oasualties ave ocenrred fnthe
nelghborhood, but these are totally eclipsed by the
catasirophe that has happened thia afternoon, the
full particnlars of which are still wanting. It appears
that o large fulleriged ship, with patnted ports, and
wbout 1000 tons burthen, wes coming in from the back
of the Goodwin Sands, when she was deiven ashore
with great violence on the face of the North Sands
Head, Shertly after? o'clock the signal gung were
heard fiving from the Gull amwd North Sanda Heand
lightships, and the Bradford Hfehopt wis sapoedily
man L BRken dn tow of the steai-tug Ald, ahd pat
1o 26 to render abld to the crew of Lhe doomed ship,
The Broadstairs lifcbont, belonging to the Royal Na-
tional Lifeboat ITnstitution, was equally prompt, aad
without the aid of steam reached the geene of danger
first,  Tho ship, abonr 0 miles oif, could be plainly
diecerned from the ghore, the migoty waves crash-
ing over her with terrible fury, sweeping the decks
and- heegking and bending the maste, Unlegs the
crew were lasiied (o the spars none can have heen
aaved, and even then it 18 donbtful iCthey have noi
perished from  exhaustion, for the waves washed
aver the ship fore and aft, 'inumanrl_\' np tin durk—
about & o'vlock, at whioch thme neither lifesmoats,

How Two Genluses Woat Seot Free.
Frove the A lbangy Jowrnal of Toesiday,

A most darving and suceessfal case of jallbreaking
ocenrTed in this oty last evening—Adam W, Cole
and Jonn Odell, two notorious crimivals, having
sreceedoml In effecting their escape from the Malden
Lane lock-uap, Cole was contined in jall on four
charges of assault with Intent to kill, He created
fuite o sensation in this city o few duys ngo by ot-
tempting 1o take the life of Chiel Detective Kelly,
Omeer Malone, and others, whitle these ofllgers were
mrsuing him through the strects, I8 companion,
Miell, 18 a burglar from Cohoea, The escape was
made abont & o'clodk, amd It wus discovered soon
afterwarda by Jallor Gallup, who entered the room
whiere the prisoners are conflned for the purpose of
locking them up in thelr cells for the night., Not
seeing Cole, he called his pame, but recelved no
reply.  Just then parties rushed o from the stroet,
and stated that the prisoners were making their
caCape.

It was then ascertained that Cole and Odell had
cut o hole through the roof, throngh which they
made their exit.  From the roof they jumped down
Lo the roofl of & woodshied on the east slile of the
il Honning along on the voof, they came 1o an
wlley wiy, into which they nmped, o distance of
about »lew-n feel, anil made thele way nte Lodge

street. A hack was b woalting on Pine strect, into
which the fogitives got and were rapldly driven
awny.

An examivation of the place where the prisoners
made thele woy throngh the roof shows that they
must have bheen st work several days tn preparing
for . A hole has [or some thime past exlated through
the ceillng over the upper corridor, outside the ceils,
the youl Deing abont fourtesn tnehed Mo the cell-
ing. The hole 18 about eightecn nched square,
From the ralling of the corridor the prisoners were
enabled to crawl throngh the hole fnthe ceiling,
and thetee 1o o pinoe directly over the upper cella,
Here they had ocen able to work without being
obgerved, hayving an old Llanket to cateh falllng
particles,

The Implements nged by them were two old case-
Knives made into saws and @ common juek-kuife,
Wt thiese they ont thirongh e rood bowreds and o,
The distionce berween the celiing and the fool 18 80
Blaull that the prisoners must have been obliged to
lie on'thiefr hacks while at work. The other prisonders
i jail must have Known of thelr procecdings, jout

he polfce were at once notitied of the escape of

| the prisoners, and effurts were made to gecure their

recapture. Al present writing the fagliives are

All nlopg the road from Benares to this ity the
cholera mortality during the past two months has
been very severe, Scarcely a pluce has entirely
escaped, however small; and il the large citios,
guch as Henares, Allahabad, Lacknow, Agra, and
Dl have sulfered more or less heavily, At resent
the pestilence 18 pot fuglog with suyvthing approsoh-
ing virulence at any pluce except Lucknow, whiere
the .I'Il-!hl»-ull deaths are averaging elght aud ten o
duy, nid et Umiritsor thoe death rote has fallen 1o
twenty-five (@atives) per diem, There 15, indeed,
great reu=on to hope that the epldemic haa, for the
prepont yvear, pretty well yan ltsell out. NO exaot
esthnate can of gourse ver be formed of the totul
mortality 1t has entalled duving the past two or
three months, but the ofticvial returns siready to
land  show that (8 has been much larger than
hitherto espocted,  During the month of June alone
there were 20,000 deaths from cholera in the central
provinecs, and for the following two months the rate
was not mach less, In Eastern Bengal there have
certainly heen 20,000 deaths daring the season, and
i the Panjanb, Upper Bengal, snd Ralpootanuni
Lhe denths bave al the very least been saificlent to
gwell up the grand total to 100,000 for the whole of
Eastern and Central Indii,  That a “lac” of people
have died during the recent epldemic |8 cortain; pro-
bably this very greatly underrates the actunl llgures,
Bix luwlred Buropeans have perished out of a
seanty population of some 180,000,

The gentlemon then respectively made strong
appeals to the Court to disregard the order ol
Genernl Canby in the premises, guoting from
deolsions rendered by Judge Chase to sustaln
their point.
